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COPS STOP 
GANG WAR 

BLOODSHED 


POLICE stopped a gang war 
on the streets of Medway - 
after more than 50 armed 
thugs converged on a 
Rochester road for a brawl, 
arranged on the internet. 

Rival gang members arranged the 
hate-fuelled fight over the internet, 
using social networking sites to select 
a time and a place for the street 
battle. 

In the latest horrific showdown, 
more than 25 White Road Crew thugs 
squared up to a similar number of 
their Strood Bois counterparts in the 
Esplanade last week.

Some were carrying weapons - 
including a metal bicycle chain - 
when they were spotted by police. 

The fight came after dozens of 
threatening and abusive messages 
were posted online between the rival 
clans. 

One yob taunted another by writing: 
“You mug. I’m gonna beat the colour 
out of you. Wait till I get hold of you.” 

The fight was narrowly avoided 
after police discovered the location of 
the brawl and stepped in between the 


feuding factions - however, their 
“sophisticated” method of arranging 
fights mean open warfare could soon 
be waged by Medway’s many ‘crews’. 

Two teenagers were arrested while 
officers took the names and addresses 
of would-be brawlers as part of ongo¬ 
ing investigations into the pre¬ 
arranged fight. 

Inspector Mat Newton said: “Our 
actions demonstrate that we have an 
exceptional knowledge of what is 
going on in the local community. 

“I would like to warn those who con¬ 
sider becoming involved in such dis¬ 
turbances that we will not be a soft 
touch and they will face arrest.”

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MPs support

OUR campaign to catch the 
benefit fraudsters stealing 
taxpayers’ money from 
council coffers has received 
the of backing MPs Paul 
Clark and Jonathan Shaw. 

As part of the "Your Money - Your 
Loss’ crackdown we have urged 
readers to help root out the cheats 
who claim money they are not 
entitled to which could be used for 
the community. 

Our campaign partners in Medway 
council’s counterfeit claims team 
have promised to investigate any 
tip-offs with a view to prosecuting 
the greed-fuelled fraudsters. 

Medway’s Labour MPs endorsed 
the drive to clampdown on the towns’ 
con-artists, who drained more than 
£400,000 of taxpayers’ money from 
the council’s budget last year alone. 

Gillingham MP Paul Clark said: “I 
wholeheartedly support Yourmed- 
wajfs benefits campaign. Any one of 
us could fall on hard times and that’s 
why benefits are there. 

“But these people are defrauding the 
system, depriving those with legiti¬ 
mate claims from receiving money 
they need. The con-artists should be 
brought to book for their actions.” 

Chatham and Aylesford MP 
Jonathan Shaw MP also gave his 
backing to our scheme, saying: “I 
support any campaign about benefit 
fraud. Such campaigns are not sim¬ 
ply about encouraging people to 
‘shop’ benefit fraudsters, the cam¬ 
paigns are designed to positively 
reinforce honest behaviour.

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“I feel that we must create a climate 
of intolerance to benefit fraud and to 
undermine its social acceptability.” 

The MPs’ backing comes a fortnight 
after fraud minister James Plaskitt 
voiced his support of the campaign. 

Mr Plaskitt MP said: “I have been 
very impressed by the stories you 
have been running in your campaign. 

“I am in favour of Yourmedway get¬ 
ting involved in this. I think it helps 
get the message across to the small 
minority of people who think they 
can get away with fraud. It gives the 
message to the rest of the communi¬ 
ty that it will not be tolerated.” 

The minister said the govern¬ 
ment’s fraud and error department 
had helped bring a record number of 
fraudsters to book - but urged our 
readers to help catch the cheats still 
out there.

Three weeks into the month-long 
amnesty, Medway police have been 
given 14 guns, more than 100 knives 
and 300 ammunition cartridges. 

The surrender scheme is part of the 
Kent Police Safer Spring initiative 
and runs until Sunday, April 20. 

Litterbug clampdown 
to make region clean 

NEW bins have been placed near 
train stations and in high street areas 
as part of a council plan to clamp¬ 
down on litterbugs. 

Commuters can now place their 
newspapers in the paper recycling 
bins at the end of their journey, while 
the cigarette bins give smokers some¬ 
where to dispose of their cigarettes. 

Community safety lead Cllr Rehman 
Chishti said: ‘We want everyone that 
lives and works in Medway to feel 
proud of their environment.” 

Identity crisis hitting 
the Medway towns 

ONE in three Medway residents 
believes the towns lack identity, 
according to a new survey. 

Of the 632 people questioned by 
Local Opinion, 31 per cent - equating 
to 197 pollsters - said Medway had no 
fixed characteristics that distinguished 
the area from other places in the UK 

Encouragingly for tourism chiefs, of 
the 68 per cent who did think Medway 
had an identity, 59 per cent thought it 
was “traditional and historical”.

Fifty teenage 
lads caught 
by police

TWO rival gangs of teenage thugs 
used internet networking sites and 
mobile phones to organise an 
armed brawl in Rochester. 

A mob of White Road Crew yobs arranged to 
fight the Strood Bois in the Esplanade, 
Rochester, after posting dozens of threatening 
and abusive messages on the net. 

Thugs from crews across Medway and Kent 
taunt each other online, writing horrific mes¬ 
sages on rival gang members’ profile pages. 

One of the yobs, who uses the web alias of 
‘Nuj WRC’, boasts of being scared of “absolute¬ 
ly ******* nothing” and happiest when “drunk 
and out wiv the boys doing what we do”. 

He taunted rival ‘Top Boi Jackster’ by writ¬ 
ing on his profile: “You mug. I’m gonna beat 
the colour out of you. 

‘You ******* little **** head, Wait till I get 
hold of you.” 

Fourteen-year-old Top Boi Jackster’, who

took an online quiz to find that knuckle 
dusters were the weapon that suits his person¬ 
ality, hit back by writing: “Do be serious. 

‘You ******* 2 foot ****. What the **** u 
gonna do lil bitch.” 

The gangs’ hate-fuelled fight was only avoid¬ 
ed after police discovered the location of the 
pre-planned battlefield and stepped in. 

Officers prevented more than 50 thugs - 
some of whom were armed with deadly 
weapons - from exchanging blows, made two 
arrests and seized a heavy-duty bike chain 
from one of the yobs. 

The names and addresses of would-be 
brawlers were also taken as part of ongoing 
investigations into the fight. 

Inspector Mat Newton said: “Our actions 


demonstrate that we have an exceptional 
knowledge of what is going on in the local 
community. 

“I would like to warn those who consider 
becoming involved in such disturbances that 
we will not be a soft touch and they will face 
arrest. 

“I understand that many teenagers want to 
be part of a group, feel popular and accepted, 
however they should consider the impact that 
having a criminal record would have on their 
future. 

“Neighbourhood officers are more that just a 
visible presence patrolling the street, they are 
the eyes and ears of the community and use 
the intelligence they gather to the benefit of 
local people.” 



Southern Water 
fined for excess 
river pollution 

SOUTHERN Water was fined 
£2,000 after pleading guilty to 
pumping high levels of sewage into 
the River Medway. 

The multi-million pound firm’s 
Motney Hill treatment centre 
breached environmental guidelines 
on four occasions in a 12 month 
period - sending thousands of 
litres of polluted water into the 
river from Rainham. 

One toxic sample was nine times 
over the agreed level of 60 mil¬ 
ligrammes per litre of suspended 
solids, while the cleanest batch was 
more than 50 per cent dirtier than 
it should have been. 

The breaches were heard at 
Medway Magistrates Court on 
Thursday afternoon, in a case 
brought by the Environment 
Agency. 

The industry watchdog’s solicitor 
Peter Bilborough said: “Our view is 
that in this day and age all those 
handling polluting or potentially 
polluting material are expected to 
take care that there is no risk to 
the environment. 

“Southern Water was already 
given a tolerance allowing for some 
discharges above consent and had 
notice from the agency that they 
were failing during the year.” 


Almost £300,000 
of unpaid council 
tax is written off 


MEDWAY council wrote off more 
than £278,000 in unpaid council tax 
last year, new figures show. 

Bosses gave up chasing the stag¬ 
gering sum during the 2006/07 
financial year at a time when coun¬ 
cillors were rubber-stamping cut¬ 
backs across vital services. 

The shocking statistic was 
revealed just days after council 
chiefs agreed to axe Medway’s adult 
services - shaving just £200,000 
from their annual budget - and 
months after mental health, leisure 
and creche facilities were dropped. 

Ashford council left just £4,000 
worth of council tax unclaimed, 
while Maidstone lost £148,000. 

Across the country, more than 
£130m of unpaid tax was given up 
on during 2007, £17m of which went 
uncollected in the South East. 

The Department for Communities 
and Local Government figures show 
the outstanding tax which councils 
stopped chasing that year, including 
amounts from previous years. 


The TaxPayers’ Alliance dubbed 
the £130 million loss as “shocking”. 

A spokesman for the pressure 
group said: “At a time when pension¬ 
ers are being sent to jail for not 
being able to pay relatively small 
amounts, it is shocking that councils 
are happy to write off millions. 

“Council tax is putting an unsus¬ 
tainable burden on ordinary fami¬ 
lies and allowing this hole in the 
budget to continue adds to that bur¬ 
den.” 

Medway council’s finance chief 
Alan Jarrett defended the lost sum, 
saying: “This is the lowest write off 
of council tax for the last five years 
in Medway.” 

A spokesman for the Department 
for Communities and Local 
Government said: “It is the responsi¬ 
bility of local councils to collect coun¬ 
cil tax and they work hard to ensure 
collection rates are as high as possi¬ 
ble. We will continue to work with 
local government to get even better 
results in the future.”

THE first bricks have been laid on 
the site of the new multi-million 
pound Macmillan Cancer Care 
Unit. 

Contractors upped tools for the first time 
yesterday, laying the foundations at the dedi¬ 
cated Medway Maritime Hospital cancer 
building. 

To celebrate the occasion, cancer care chari¬ 
ty volunteers, hospital bosses and the mayors 
of Medway and Swale took part in a special 
Turning the first sod’ ceremony. 

The building work marks the mid-point of 
the £4 milli on project, a year after Macmillan 
Cancer Support launched their fundraising 
campaign to help pay for the unit. 

The purpose-built facility is due to open its 
doors next spring, offering life-saving treat¬ 
ment to the 1,500 Medway and Swale resi¬ 
dents who contract cancer each year. 

Among the key services, the state-of-the-art 
building will house are a chemotherapy unit, 
haematology ward for 19 cancer inpatients, 
space for relatives to stay overnight and a 
quiet area for counselling. 

Macmillan’s senior development manager 
Sue Barrow said: “The new unit will mean 
cancer patients can receive chemotherapy 
treatment, other care and support in their 
local hospital - rather than having to make 
expensive and tiring journeys when they may 
already be feeling sick and anxious. 

‘We will be creating a bright, purpose built, 
comfortable and welcoming environment 
where people living with cancer and their fam¬ 


ilies can get the treatment, support and infor¬ 
mation they need.” 

Macmillan has been charged with raising £1 
million of the unit’s construction fees, which 
will then be met by three times as much by 
Medway NHS Foundation Trust. 

The trust’s chief executive Andrew Home 
paid tribute to those who have already sup¬ 
ported the mammoth fundraising campaign. 

He said: “The appeal has received good sup¬ 
port from local businesses and fundraising 
teams. 

“Although too numerous to mention one by 


one, the League of Friends, Gillingham 
Football Club and individual fundraisers from 
our staff and community are working tireless¬ 
ly behind the scenes to raise the £1 million 
needed, that will boost the £3 million provided 
by the tmst. 

“I would like to say a personal ‘thank you’ to 
everyone who has supported this important 
appeal and I hope you will continue to give 
this your valuable commitment.”

Hefty fine for 
litter dropping 
rubbish firm 

A RECYCLING firm was fined £600 after its 
lorries twice shed a trail of rubbish along one 
of Medway’s busiest roads. 

Essex-based Waste-A-Way Recycling Ltd 
was found guilty of spilling rubbish - includ¬ 
ing paper and plastic - onto the A289 Wains- 
cott Bypass on November 8 and 16 last year. 

The company, which did not attend court or 
enter a plea, was fined at Medway 
Magistrates Court, and also ordered to pay 
costs of £150 and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Community safety chief, Cllr Rehman 
Chishti said: “Let this be a warning to any 
commercial vehicle operator - they are expect¬ 
ed to comply with the law and secure their 
loads correctly. 

“The council will not tolerate rubbish being 
strewn along the roads and verges and will 
take action against anyone found doing it.” 

The case was brought to Medway council’s 
environmental enforcement team after eagle- 
eyed residents spotted the spillages and gave 
witness statements. 

Waste-A-Way Recycling was prosecuted for 
failure to comply with the Environmental 
Protection Act 1990. 

The firm was charged with the same offence 
in August 2006 and fined £500 at Medway 
Magistrates Court.

My husband introduced me to the 
Lake District and the Scottish Highlands, but 
I needed no introduction to Wales’s mountains 
and moors. We must have walked hundreds of 
miles around Kent’s coastline and footpaths 
since we moved to the county, and yet there’s 
always something new to explore.

Rural policing now a 
priority says top cop

THE county’s police chief has 
vowed to ease the fears of those 
living in rural areas amid claims 
they feel “isolated” by lack of ade¬ 
quate policing. 

Kent’s chief constable Michael Fuller pledged 
to ensure rural policing was a priority for the 
force at a special conference staged last week 
dedicated to the issue. 

Joined by a panel of experts, the event at the 
Ashford International Hotel was designed to 
give local groups from across the county the 
chance to speak face-to-face with police officers 
and address their concerns. 

Mr Fuller said: “We have made a big commit¬ 
ment to policing in rural communities. We want 
people in the country to feel they are getting the 
same level of policing as those in the urban areas. 

Isolated 

“I understand people [who live] in the coun¬ 
try may feel isolated at times. One of our aims 
is to deal with that feeling of isolation. 

“Every neighbourhood is going to have a 
named point of contact, whether that is a police 
officer or a PCSO or community warden. They 
can speak to them if they have a problem that 
is affecting their quality of life in the area.” 

But Mr Fuller said he recognised the force 
needs to improve the quality of service that it 
gives the public in general. 

He said: “There are ways that we know we 
can improve. Communication with the public is 
very important. People who ring us with a 
problem need to be kept updated with how our 
investigations are going.” 

He also said the victims of crime need to 
be supported more by the police. 

The conference was chaired by Ann Barnes 
of the Kent Police Authority who said the con¬ 
ference allowed those living in the country to 
engage with the force. 


She said: “I have a vested interest myself 
because I come from a rural community, the 
Elham Valley. 

“We have different policing issues com¬ 
pared to people in the towns. From the police 
authority’s point of view it is important to 
ensure that the taxpayers of Kent are getting 
value for money.” 

However, Mrs Barnes said that often the 
police were blamed for problems that were not 
their responsibility. 

She said: “Many of the issues are ones 
we have everywhere. 

“Things like rubbish, graffiti and anti-social 


behaviour. These are really community 
issues.” She also admitted police resources 
were limited, saying: ‘We only have a certain 
amount of money and that does get spread 
quite thinly at times. 

‘We need to make sure the police’s priorities 
are local people’s priorities as well. We can’t do 
things for all people all the time, we just do not 
have the resources. 

“The message that’s really coming out of this 
conference is that we all have to work togeth¬ 
er, the police, councils, the community - we 
have to combine to make life a little bit better 
in our local communities.” 


Company snaps 
up green award 

A GREEN renewable energy firm has won 
the top prize of £20,000 after winning this 
year’s Kent Innovation Challenge. 

The competition is an annual hunt for 
the county’s brightest entrepreneurs and 
most innovative businesses, and is sup¬ 
ported by KOS Media - publishers of this 
newspaper. 

This year’s winner was Canterbury- 
based firm Oil Drum Limited - which won 
the gong through its use of a complex 
process which increases fuel efficiency in 
commercial vehicles while simultaneously 
reducing the level of gas emissions from 
the engines. 

Formed in 2006 by Darryl Watts, it won 
£20,000 in cash, free rent for a one year at 
the Canterbury Enterprise Hub, free busi¬ 
ness and banking support from NatWest 
for 18 months, up to ten days free business 
mentoring from Business Link Kent, plus 
£5,000 of legal support and the production 
of a corporate video. 

David Butler, director of Canterbury 
Enterprise Hub, said: “The team at Oil 
Drum Limited is a dynamic example of 
how entrepreneurs can use innovative 
ideas for the benefit of the environment - 
they well and truly deserve this award.” 

Plastic is major cause 
of coastal litter issues 

THE amount of rubbish being dumped on 
the county’s coastline is hitting record lev¬ 
els, according to a new report. 

Tlie Marine Conservation Society’s 2007 
Beachwatch survey revealed that nation¬ 
wide plastic litter left discarded on beaches 
has increased by 126 per cent since the sur¬ 
vey began in 1994. 

And chief among the debris are plastic 
bags, plastic drinks bottles and plastic- 
based cigarette butts; all of which pose a 
threat to both the environment and sealife. 

Emma Snowden, MCS litter projects co¬ 
ordinator, said: “The plastic litter problem 
needs to be tackled at all levels, from grass¬ 
roots through to Government, while industry 
and retail sectors must acknowledge the need 
to reduce plastic bag use and packaging.” 

The survey is based on data collected by 
almost 4,000 volunteers on 354 beaches up 
and down the country.

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Home and work is where 
war on superbugs begins

WITH a growing number of people 
carrying MRSA on their skin and 
the threat of more virulent strains 
arriving from the US more focus 
needs to be put on hygiene in 
homes and workplaces, experts 
have warned. 

The Government’s ‘deep cleaning’ programme 
will not help tackle superbugs alone - to get 
MRSA under control the killer infection must be 
stopped in the community and people’s homes, 
according to a professor at the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine. 

KOS Media’s campaign to improve and raise 
awareness about hand hygiene in Kent homes 
and workplaces, as well as in hospitals and 
healthcare centres, is backed-up by the report. 

The award-winning publishers have been 
working alongside the NHS in the county to 
help in the fight against superbugs after 90 
patients in west Kent died from Clostridium 
difficile during one of the worst outbreaks of 
the infectious diarrhoea bug in the country. 

Measures 

Professor Sally Bloomfield said: “This is not 
about shifting blame. Hospitals are now 
diverting huge resources towards controlling 
these infections, which they would prefer to 
spend on delivering the level of healthcare 
which we now all expect. 

“But it is important to stress that controlling 
MRSA is not about obsessive ‘deep cleaning’ of 
our homes. It is about applying simple hygiene 
measures.” 

She said the “key super highways” for the 
spread of MRSA are the hands, as well as sur¬ 
faces that come into contact with our hands, 
cleaning cloths and other utensils. 

Regular hand washing or using alcohol gel 
and disinfecting areas such as door handles, 
taps, telephones and computer keyboards is 
essential, she said.

Currently around two per cent of people 
carry MRSA on their skin and Ms Bloomfield 
said this figure was increasing. 

In America a new strain of community-asso¬ 
ciated MRSA is proving a big challenge 
because it is harder to treat and as its name 
suggests, is affecting people outside of health¬ 
care environments. 

This strain is not yet common in the UK, but 
could be the next challenge to face the NHS 
after a more severe strain of C diff crossed the 
Atlantic in 2004. 

Dr James Nash, a consultant microbiologist 
and director of infection control and preven¬ 
tion for East Kent NHS Hospitals Trust, 
agreed that more focus is needed to improve 
hygiene in the home - particularly getting 
people to wash their hands after using the toi¬ 
let and before eating. 

But he said homes in the UK were not yet a 
significant source of MRSA, although that 
could change in the future if the American 
strains become more prevalent. 

Ms Bloomfield suggests that family 
members should not share towels and 
face cloths. 

Mr Nash said: “One has to strike a balance 
and I think it is impractical to expect that we 
can protect ourselves from exposure to bacte¬ 
ria carried by our partners.” 

Asked whether similar attention to home 
hygiene would help tackle C diff, an infection 
where exposure to antibiotics is the major risk 
factor, he said: “Yes, but nevertheless it is an 
infection that spreads when the environment

becomes contaminated and when contacts of 
patients fail to protect themselves and others 
by hand washing.” 

Ms Bloomfield added: “If we can reduce the 
number of people carrying MRSA as part of 
their normal body flora, we can limit the 
number of ‘carriers’ entering hospital as 
patients [or visitors] - who then either get 
an MRSA infection themselves or pass it on 
to other patients.” 

The London School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine is part of the University of London 
and is internationally recognised as a centre of 
excellence in public health.

“She was 13 when the tumour started and 
had a major fit due to it and the severity of 
the cancer gave her only months to live. She 
chose to fight and has done so for five years.” 

Nicole added: “They are all charities that 
helped me. I want to give something back.” 

More rail users hop 
on board for Europe 

EUROSTAR has reported a big increase in 
passengers since the opening of the new 
Ebbsfleet International Station. 

But bosses have refused to reveal figures 
for the number of passengers using its 
Ebbsfleet and Ashford stations. 

The Channel Tunnel rail operator has 
reported a 25 per cent increase in revenue in 
the first quarter of 2008, with passengers up 
21 per cent. 

The company took nearly £180 million in 
tickets between January and March this 
year, with 2.17m passengers using the serv¬ 
ice in that time. 

This follows the opening of St Pancras 
International and Ebbsfleet International 
stations in November.

Inspectors say school 
has capacity to excel

MAUNDENE School has been 
dubbed an improving ‘good’ school 
by Ofsted inspectors. 

The Walderslade primary school, which has 
427 four to 11-year-olds on its books, was 
praised in the government assessment, which 
indicated ‘good capacity’ to progress into the 
‘excellent’ category. 

Much of the school’s success is attributable 
to the leadership and management skills of 
senior staff, who implemented measures to 
bolster areas of weakness. 

The Oftsed report states: “In the past, more 
able pupils have not always done as well as 
they could. 

“School leaders have identified this and have 
been successful in encouraging teachers to set 
all pupils challenging work that is well 
matched to their needs. 

“Although pupils attain above average stan¬ 
dards in English, mathematics and science, 
standards in mathematics have traditionally 
lagged a little behind those in the other sub¬ 
jects. 

“But again, the picture is an improving one, 
with measures taken this year to further boost 
pupils’ performance in mathematics already 
yielding evidence of faster progress.” 

The inspectors’ report also poured praise on 
the good relationships throughout the school, 
which help motivate pupils to try hard and do 
their best. 

Behaviour throughout the school is 
described as good and pupils were found to 
respond with enthusiasm to the school’s sys¬ 
tems of rewards and penalties. 

Pupils all have targets for literacy and 
numeracy and these, together with teachers’ 


helpful marking of their work, were said to 
give pupils good guidance on how to do better. 

Headteacher Norman Cutting said: “For the 
third time, Maundene has been judged to be a 
solidly good school in all aspects and we are 
delighted that the hard work of everyone con¬ 
nected with the school is recognised and 
appreciated.” 

Children’s services lead councillor Les Wicks 
said: “A great strength of the school is that 
everyone works as a team, providing wonder¬ 
ful opportunities for children to learn and 
enjoy their education. I am extremely pleased 


that the inspection team has acknowledged 
the school’s strengths.” 

Children’s services director Rose Collinson 
said: “I’m delighted Ofsted highlighted the 
strength of the headteacher and his team at 
Maundene. 

“It’s their teamwork that ensures how much 
children enjoy their learning and relish the 
feedback they receive on how to do even better. 

“The inspectors also celebrated the rich and 
extensive extracurricular opportunities avail¬ 
able at the school.

Be grateful for what you 
have and stop moaning 



WHEN it comes to being fit, well and 
wealthy, Britain has never had it so good. 

But alongside three decades of improve¬ 
ments in the quality of life comes another fact 
- we still love to have a good moan. 

I was watching the news on the TV the other 
night and they ran a piece about a survey which 
has shown how grumpy a nation we are. 

I looked up the survey on the internet and it 
said one in six people are uneasy about every¬ 
thing, half of young people are worried about 
money and drink-related deaths have doubled 
since the early 1990s among young men. 

The findings are from an Office for National 
Statistics survey called “social trends”. It says 
the benefits of higher earnings, loads of con¬ 
sumer goods on offer and travel opportunities 
are not all they are cracked up to be. Instead 
they are offset by a number of more gloomy 
facts. 

The collapse of marriage, drinking habits 
and rising fear of crime are three of the rea¬ 
sons the UK is not such a happy place as it 
once was. And money obviously does not buy 


happiness - wealth calculated on a home by 
home basis has doubled since 1987. 

Illnesses are more easily treated and life 
expectancy has increased drastically. 

The amount spent on foreign holidays and 
travel has increased by eight times in real 
terms since the early 1970s. 

The same increase has been recorded in 
spending on leisure activities including sport, 
cinema and theatre. So why are we all so 
gloomy - is it just the British psyche? 

I think it is, our consumer-driven way of life 
means people are quick to find fault and moan 
about things being less than perfect. 

And that happens in a society where the self 
is one’s primary concern. 

One thing people complain about is poor 
service in stores, restaurants, bars, cafes etc. 

And it’s easy to do - no one wants to spend 
cash to be greeted with surly expressions and 
indifferent attitudes. 

But look at it from the other side of the 
counter. The yoof - or middle aged person for 
that matter - has just the same attitude as the 


customer - they matter most. 

So an interruption in the form of a request 
for service is a major annoyance - and they 
just want the person in front of them to go 
away. It’s the same in reverse - again. The cus¬ 
tomer wants immaculate service and no back 
chat. The other person does not exist in either 
case except as an irritant. 

It’s a feeling that persists across British soci¬ 
ety in every walk of life. No one wants to real¬ 
ly appreciate what is felt by anyone apart from 
themselves and their friends. 

So that’s one reason why we are all so 
gloomy - frustration with the fact that anyone 
else has breathing space. Then there is cash - 
however much we’ve got we want more. 

Really it boils down to two things - other peo¬ 
ple are annoying and nothing is too good for me. 
So how about a little politeness and respect for 
others, and appreciation of what we have all got.

and all the other empty shop 
fronts here and at the Dockside 
reflect the lack of purchasing 
power of the local community, 
which is steadily declining in the 
face of rising costs in so many 
essential areas - many of them 
above the desired rate. 

The answer is to encourage 
more industry into the area, but 
then there is a problem.

About ten years ago I wrote to 
them concerning my worries 
about the water supply. They 
wrote to say this problem was 
being attended to. 

Has anyone seen the obvious 
effects this action would have 
made? Obviously if Medway is to 
improve and the people become 
more affluent, then some local 
action must be taken. 

I took what could be the first 
step in this matter when I gave 
the university a number of 
practical concepts for their 
consideration. 

They were very well received 
and should be appraised for 
feasibility, changing concept into 
pilot project and then presenting 
the findings in such a way that 
they could be adopted for 
production locally. 

This would provide more work 
in the area and be of benefit to all. 

Of course the university is not 
geared to take up a lot of projects 
in this respect as there is a lack 
of a department dealing with 
research and development, but I 
can see no reason why our 
elected members of parliament, 
irrespective of party, should not 
join together to get government 
aid to provide funding.

Growing new musical talent 
down on the mushroom farm

A MUSHROOM farm may not be 
the first place you think of as a 
potential dream factory for some of 
the freshest musical talent. 

But lurking among a number of units on the 
site of the fungi firm in Bitting - between 
Ashford and Canterbury - is Diverse Music; a 
music studio offering the chance for musicians 
and performers to lay down the tracks they 
hope will catapult them to stardom. 

The company, set up in 2003 by Malissa 
Whitehouse and Tony Mathew, has supported 
a long list of successful artists and boasts a 
recording studio facility. Its creators have 
worked with a number of top names - such as 
Kylie Minogue and Jamelia - and have been 
in the business for years. 

Malissa said: “By setting up in Kent we’re 
giving local people the chance to improve their 
skill, whether they’re a musician or singer, and 
give them an outlet so they can come and 
record. 

“Before we moved here Tony and I were 
working on a number of freelance projects and 
thought it would be great to have our own 
facility in Kent, especially with all the activity 
here. Since we’ve done that it’s become a hub 
for musicians and we’ve attracted many good 
new bands and artists. Some of them are now 
going forward to talk to record companies.” 

As well as providing guidance and facilities 
for up and coming artists, the team at Diverse 
Music also has plans for open audition ses¬ 
sions later in the year. 

Malissa said: “They will be carried out over a 
few days and we’ll whittle it down to a select-

ed few who can then feature on some of the big 
productions that we do.” 

A music boot camp is also being set up for 
the summer months, where local talent can 
develop their skills with the help of the pro¬ 
duction team. 

Sessions 

Along with plans for the future, the team 
have continued with a popular feature called 
Pop Sessions, which initially helped fund the 
company. Especially popular with hen and 
stag parties, the service allows people to gain 
access to a top London studio and record a 
song of their choice. 

Among the many up and coming artists 
working with the Diverse Music team, is the 
already popular boy band Frixion who have 
just been signed by management production 
company Famecity. 

Made up of Birmingham lads Dave Stanton, 
22, Neil Painter, 22, and Johnny Wright, 21, 
their music incorporates pop and R&B. 


Frixion have been spending time at the stu¬ 
dio recording their single Kinda Strange, writ¬ 
ten by Malissa and produced by Tony. 

Dave said: ‘We’ve been going for seven years 
and had interest from people who’ve sold mil¬ 
lions of records. 

We’ve been offered deals that just haven’t 
suited us or worked out so we’re pleased we 
are where we are now, doing what we love.” 

Neil said: “The path we’ve chosen has led us 
to where we are and we appreciate what we 
have now because of what we’ve been through. 

We’ve had good times and bad, which is 
actually a good thing because we can draw 
from our experiences.” 

Johnny said: We’re trying a lot of different 


sounds at the moment but our hearts are real¬ 
ly into R&B and pop. 

“People are crying out for a UK R&B act. If 
you look at the charts it’s all been American 
artists so it’s good to be doing this in the UK.” 

Malissa and Tony have been working closely 
with the band who they believe will go far. 

As well as R&B and pop, the company 
invites all types of artist to come in and see 
them.

Mick shines a 
light on nerves

HE has performed in front of stadi¬ 
um-sized crowds for decades, and 
met the Queen, so it seems unlike¬ 
ly that nerves would affect Sir 
Mick Jagger. 

Yet the 64-year-old rock star admits that 
shooting the Martin Scorsese-directed concert 
documentary Shine A Light made him slight¬ 
ly anxious. 

“Shooting this movie was quite nerve-wrack¬ 
ing in some ways for us, and in other ways it 
was fantastically enjoyable,” says the Rolling 
Stones frontman, who grew up in Dartford. 

“It was quite a challenge. It was great fun, 
but it was a great challenge for everyone, both 
on the night and after it. It took us two days to 
shoot the picture, but we’ve spent four days 
doing the premieres and promotions. It’s taken 
us twice as long doing that. 

‘You always see things as great fun, but 
they’re also challenges, doing things that are 
slightly different from what you do normally.” 

Mick and band members Keith Richards, 
Ronnie Wood and Charlie Watts hardly need¬ 
ed to boost their career. The Rolling Stones 
have amassed 32 UK and US top 10 singles, 
sold more than 200 million albums worldwide, 
and are, arguably, the greatest rock and roll 
band in the world. 

Featuring guest appearances by Christina 
Aguilera, Jack White and blues guitarist Buddy 
Guy, Shine A Light was shot at the intimate 
Beacon Theatre in New York during the band’s 
A Bigger Bang tour - recorded as the highest 
grossing tour of all time - in 2006, though Mick 
reveals this wasn’t his initial plan. 

“At the beginning, I was thinking we would 
be doing some kind of film of this tour. And 
because we were doing this big concert in Rio 
de Janeiro on the beach, I started thinking it 
was going to be different than the normal con-

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cert,” he explains. 

“It was going to be a big event, a million peo¬ 
ple on the beach, a huge audience, a big occa¬ 
sion. There was going to be a lot of material in 
there to shoot. We even did a budget for that.” 

Eventually, the Oscar-winning Departed 
director, affectionately referred to as Marty, 
persuaded him otherwise. 

“Marty said he really wanted to shoot some¬ 
thing more intimate. So we’d come around 
completely - I’d gone from a million people, 
and he’d gone to something small,” Mick con¬ 
tinues, taking a sip of water. 

The twice-married singer adds: “Marty didn’t 
want to do it with big stages, because you’re quite 
removed from a more intimate relationship 
between the audience and the performers. He 
felt that you don’t really see much in the relation¬ 
ships in a big movie like that. 

“Also, he wanted to be in a very confined 
space with a lot of cameras and a lot of differ-

ent angles, which gives more control than 
being in a very large space. 

“We also talked about shooting in 3D, and 
shooting in Imax, because it was such a big 
event,” Mick recalls. “I was focused on this 
because I thought it was different. Marty 
seemed very excited by this idea.” 

Eventually, the pair decided to shoot in Imax, 
to enhance the cinematic experience for fans. 

“The funny thing is that Marty, after looking 
at all the options, decided he wanted to make 
this small, intimate movie and I said, ‘Well, the 
laugh is that, in the end, it’s going to be blown 
up to this huge Imax thing, so the intimate 
moment is shown in Imax’. We got both so 
we’re happy with that.”

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Eco-friendly relaxation

THERE are some things you defi¬ 
nitely don’t need on holiday; an 
email from the office asking you to 
return urgently, a tummy bug or 
bad weather, particularly if you 
have children. 

But one peculiarly modern ailment is 
increasingly difficult to dodge - eco guilt. In 
particular the question “Am I wrecking the 
place for the locals who actually live here?” 

Our preoccupation with the planet and all 
things green means if you’re aware of conser¬ 
vation at home you can ruin your eco ‘street 
cred’ by leaving a huge carbon footprint in 
your holiday wake. 

Thankfully, there’s no need to restrict your¬ 
self and your family to a self-catering tent on 
a UK beach: a green wind of change is blowing 
through the world of luxury travel. It’s now 
possible to find resorts which are a fusion of 
eco-sensitivity, where you can relax confident 
your impact on the environment is minimal. 

Plenty awaits travellers to Thailand, now 
fully recovered from the tsunami and boasting 
new environmentally friendly destinations. 

One new eco-resort is on a tiny, unspoilt west 
coast island called Yao Noi - in English this 
means ‘little island’. At its heart, the new Six 
Senses Hideaway harmonises so well with its 
tropical surroundings that it is barely visible

from the private helicopter whisking you in 
over the Andaman Sea. 

This beautiful development has been 
painstakingly put together. Only wooden nails 
were used in its construction, villas are made 
from sustainable local timbers, and all fabrics 
are either organic cotton or linens. 

There are 56 spacious retreats - each with 
sun terrace and infinity pool - set in 24 acres 
of lush hillside, and the breathtaking views 
are a balm to the soul. 

Tension melts away as you gaze, perhaps 
while lounging in the master suite or soaking 


in a sunken bath, at Phang Nga Bay’s 
sparkling waters, which lap at the white sands 
of private beaches. 

The resort also sources pure water from 
underground wells and bans plastic bottles. 

What could be more indulgent than your pri¬ 
vate butler? There’s one per villa, serving 
champagne breakfast in bed as you watch the 
sunrise, or cocktails followed by a banquet on 
your candlelit deck in the evening. 

With some reluctance, I sailed away from my 
island hideaway, but my next stop, the 
Rayavadee, fulfilled my ‘green’ expectations 
too. This resort also prides itself on harmony 
with the environment and has won awards for 
its sensitive eco-conscious development. 

A short boat ride from Krabi, in Thailand’s 
southern province, the first sight of Rayavadee 
at the end of the mountainous peninsula is 
spectacular. It is fringed by three National 
Park beaches, and the accommodation - dou¬ 
ble storey rondavels (circular colonial-style vil¬ 
las) - is artfully tucked away amid this former 
coconut plantation. 

The resort is reminiscent of a Thai village, 
with meandering paths bordered by streams 
and swaying palms, and abundant flora and 
fauna nurtured by its own organically pro¬ 
duced fertiliser. Recycled water keeps the sur¬ 
roundings lush during the dry season. 

In Thailand I enjoyed privacy, peace and an 
escape from the world, but best of all, with a 
clear eco-conscience I could claim that the only 
footprint I left behind was on the white sand of 
the beaches.

Research shows a 
trend towards long 
term investment 

NEW research indicates the demand for 
five year fixed rate mortgages is increas¬ 
ing as buyers look for stability in a mar¬ 
ket which is growing increasingly uncer¬ 
tain. 

Research by Abbey uncovered the 
growing desire among buyers which has 
taken place over recent months. 

Director of Abbey Mortgages Nici 
Audhlam-Gardiner said the results 
showed people were “keener than ever” 
to obtain long term security when it 
comes to purchasing a home. 

Other companies who are active in the 
housing market say they uncovering 
similar findings. 

A survey by FairInvestment.co.uk dis¬ 
covered that 40 per cent of those who 
responded would be interested in a 25 
year fixed-rate deal on their properties. 

The findings come at a time when the 
Government is keen to regulate the 
housing market more and more. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Alistair 
Darling has expressed a wish to see 
longer term mortgage deals become 
more commonplace. 

First time buyers 
look to continent 

FIRST time buyers looking to get on the 
housing ladder are increasingly looking 
abroad for their first buy. 

This is a new trend according to indus¬ 
try analysts and is in contrast to the 
usual moves by UK investors to buy a 
second home in countries such as 
France, Spain or Portugal. 

The attraction in continental countries 
is the lower property prices - usually 
more associated with holiday homes 
than first time buys. 

In some cases the foreign homes are 
bought merely as an investment while 
their owners continue to rent in the UK 

They are then either rented out them¬ 
selves to bring in cash or resold when 
the market becomes more buoyant. 

“People want to step on the ladder, but 
they are having to go overseas to do so,” 
said one industry analyst. 

Britain’s buyers have traditionally 
accounted for a large part of the Spanish 
housing market, which is in turn a sub¬ 
stantial part of the country’s economy.

It pays to look beyond the 
captivating Chevy's price 


NOT sure that Louis Chevrolet 
would have liked the little cars 
bearing his name. 

But the former racing driver and fan of big 
and powerful cars might have admired the 
butch new UK addition to the brand he 
founded in 1911 - the five/seven-seat Captiva 
SUV (sports utility vehicle). 

Though still a small player here, Chevrolet 
recorded one of 2007’s biggest gains in market 
share (27 per cent). 

The Captiva’s launch midway helped, typify¬ 
ing Chevy’s ‘more bangs for yer bucks’ market¬ 
ing and using a crazy £16,995 lead-in price, 
but this proves to be a two-wheel drive only, 
five-seater with asthmatic 134bhp 2.4-litre 
petrol engine that is best avoided, although it 
comes with alloys, air con and six-speaker 
sounds with controls on the steering wheel. 

The ‘real deal’ is the punchier 148bhp 
2.0-litre turbodiesel, with 4x4, electronic 
stability and descent controls and more, but 
the price jumps three grand - even more for 
seven seats.

The five-speed manual is not the slick¬ 
est, whereas the five-speed auto makes the big 
Captiva an effortless drive with a slick manu¬ 
al-select option if you wish. 

And you might, because 4x4 Captivas are 
capable of limited off-roading even if ride 
height is modest. The car is also quite nimble 
on-road without the degree of roll suggested 
by its size. Emissions and fuel consumption for 
the auto are a little high for our new greener 
era though. 

While relatively cheap for a big SUV seating 
up to seven, the cabin is durable and tasteful, 
with the generous stowage you find in US 
brands, a well-arranged dashboard, plus 
decent legroom for both rear rows of seats.

Crofts feels defeat 
against the Welsh 

THOUSANDS of Welshman were celebrat¬ 
ing at Priestfield on Saturday, but unfortu¬ 
nately for Gillingham their captain Andrew 
Crofts wasn’t one of them.
